, “How do you.account for the extra 
ordinary prices which old violins by 
famous makers fetch to-day?” an in- 
lterviewer put the question recently 
to a famous collector—who has gath- 
ered together mriy valuable instru- 
mente—apropos of the fact that Kube. 
lik receutiy com leted the purchase 
of the famous “E:,peror” Stradivarius 
‘violin, pronounced by Joachim to be 
‘the finest instrument he had ever 
een, and which is stated to be worth 
($60,000. ‘Is it because,” the reporter 
teontinued, ‘materials used by the old 
are unobtainable now?” 

“No,” was the reply; “it is easy 
enough to get good materials, but it is 
mot so easy to discover the secrets 
tof the, art of violin-making possessed, 
for instance, by Antonio Stradivari, 
the famous violir maker of Cremona. 
The materials with which he made 
violins cust nim >ut a few shillings; 
but. whereas mai ers to-day turn out 
wiolins by the hundreds, he spent 
Montas upon one instrument, 
even then it is an historic fact that 
he sent a lot of violins to England 
‘to be sold at $25 a piece, and they 
thad to be returned because they coud 
tot be disposed of. 

“Stradivari knew how to select pro- 
seasoned wood in the first place. 
kinds of wood are used in mak- 

ing the violin—maple fr the back, 
the split-wood sides, and the neck; 
spruce pine for the top; and ebony. 
for the finger-board, the tail piece or 
string-holder, and the pegs. The fine 
maple-wood is usually bought in Bo- 
ihemia. It is very hard wood, and dif. 
ficult to work. This maple-wood 
whould be both resisting and elastic, 
fin order to send back the vibrations 
produced by the top. And for the 
‘top a spruce pine is chosen, whic’) 
must be at the same time very firm 
and little resinous; for the top must 
luce the greatest number of vi- 
rations possio.e. ‘lhe best violin- 
tops come from Switzerland. 

“Then, of course, much depends ow 
the shape of the instrument, and the 
beauty of a Stradivarius is that it is 
built on a model which can be made 
to speak in all tones. Mere age does 
not make a violin perfect. If it was 
clumsily and badly made in the be- 
ginning there is no magic in time that 
will’ remedy these defects. All the 
old instruments—that is, the genuine 
nes, for there are hundreds of fakes 
twhich are passed off as old makes— 
tare built on lines which have certain- 


lins simply because of some little de- 
t in the wood or the varnish. 

“The violin to-day is practically the 
same instrument as it was three hun- 
\dred years ago, and this in spite of 
the fact that every violin-maker has 
jat some time in his career been pos- 
essed by an ambition to improve on 
tthe violin as it stands. I have seen 
tat least five hundred specimens of 
‘these experimental designs, and some 
tof them are the craziest notions that

It should 
have a beautiful, warm, amber color 
approaching the purple orange, and 
must be free from the sbri!] tint of 
the factory instruments. It is, to a | 
great extent, the varnish that gives to 
the old Italian violins their greas, 
value. These pos-ess a richness of 
tone compared to the orange-red of 
the most beautiful paintings of th» 

rimitive painters of the Italian and 

lemish schools. Besides its beauty, 
the varnish contributes to the sonor- 
pusnes-, astonishing as this statement 
may appear. , 

“very violin-maker who is worthy 
of the name is sure he has a supreme- 
by good varnish, and every man 
guards his own secret. But somehow 
they do not seem to be able to find 
out the secret of the varnish used by 
the violin-maker« of centuries ago. 

“But it must not be overlooked that 
much depends on the bow. It was a 
¥renchman—Tuort—who was to tbe 
bow what Stradivari was to the violin. 
Those old bowse were made of snake-- 
wood, ironwood, and several other | 
warieties.

“The pricé of the feed is considered 
prohibitive by many farmers; but, con- 
sidering the fact that it contains near- 
ly 30 per cent digestible protein, the 
stockman cau well afford to pay the 
market price in order to bare at least 
a smail quantity of this feed availa- 
ble. 

“Old process rather than new proc- 
ess oilmeal should be secured so far 
as possible for the reason that 94 per 
cent of the protein in old process oil- 
meal is digestible as compared with 
only 84 per cent of the new process 
meal, 

“Ollmeal may be fed to all classes 
of farm stock.” continues Professor 
Humpbrey. 
to great advantage from two to three 
pounds of oilmeal daily in connection 
with other feeds. Larger amounts can 
be used profitably when prices are not 
too high. Feeding oilmeal in the form 
of nut sized cakes is considered prefer- 
able to the loose meal by most of our 
steer feeders. 

“Dairy cows will consume one or 
two pounds of oilmeal daily with their 
grain rations, and during the winter 
feeding périod more or less oilméal is 
almost indispensable in order to keep 
the cows in the best condition for pro- 
ducing milk and butter fat. For grow- 
ing calves, sheep and hogs oflmeal can 
constitute about one-tenth of the grain 
ration fed and prove very beneficial. 
Horses may be fed smali quantities, 
although its general use for horses is 
not recommended.” 


WINTERING LAMBS. 


May Be Profitably Done With the Fine 
Weo! Breeds. 

Usually mutton bred lambs should 
be sold early. either right off the ewes 
or in late fall or eurly winter, writes KE, 
P. Snyder in the National Stockman. 
By this plan the cost of putting them 
on the market is light. They can be 
grown to this age at far less expense 
than to be kept longer. For a series 
of years it hardly pays to keep thése 
light shearing, mutton bred Jambs 
through and sell them clipped. They 
get their growth younger and can be 
fitted for market earlier than the fine 
wools, and the fleeces are of less value.

He never feeds 
grain on grass. He hus tried it and 
says the increased weight from the 
grain doesn’t pay for the cost of grain 
and the work of feeding. 

He sells about the first of June. sel- 
dom holding longer than the middle, 
and sometimes, if they go abnormally 
low, he hoids them over and sells as 
yearlings. 

The rapid gains made by lambs ban- 
died in this way are surprising. The 
growth of wool hus a tendency to 
smooth them up. and this with the 
flesh laid ou changes their appearance 
for the better in a remarkably short 
time. 

It is the opinion of many that they 
must have a dash of mutton blood in 
their lambs to make them good feed- 
ers. It is a mistake. The only ad- 
vantage is that the coarse wools can be 
fitted for market at a little earlier age. 
They are subject to certain drawbacks 
‘Tbe Meripos are 
hardier and not nearly so liable to cer- 
tain diseases that affect the mutton 
breeds. They flock together better and 
are not subject to ticks, Besides, they 
shear more wool. 


Keep the Prolific Sow. 

Is it not a serious mistake to. fatten 
a good sow for market after she has 
weaned her litter? If the sow ts a 
good producer she is entitled to a good 
home on the farm as long cs she is 
profitable. Market the poor producers 
and keep the good ones, The sow is 
the best and quickest money maker on 
the farm, and she bas never done bet- 
ter work than right now when prices 
are good.

WARSHIP NAMED FOR KING. 
Name “King George ‘V." Will Not 
Recall !ll-fated “Royal George,”’ 


tespondent writes from London ue 
follows: 

“The decision of the naval authori- 
ties in the matter of the name of the 
first battleship to be laid down in the 
present reign has been the cause of 
some discussion on naval homencla- 
ture. It had been thought likely 
that this ship would. be called the 
Royal Georve, although that name is 
in the minds of most people only con: 
nected with the disaster commemor- 
ated in Cowper’s dirge: 

Toll for the brave! 

The brave that are no more! 
All sunk beneath the wave. 

Fast by their native shore! 

‘flowever, the ge ange of the 
last reign, when the first battleship 
was name the King Edward VII. is 
to be followed, and the next ship wil 
be christened the King George V. 


“Tt is an open secret that King 
George himself has selected this 
name, und there is a consensus of 


opinion that in this matter the choice 
is judicious. When Queen Victoria 
was on the throne it does not ap- 
pear to have been her practice to 
worry much about the names of 
ships, but with King Edward this 
was changed, and although the Con- 
troller had a suggested list to the 
First Lord, his late Majesty took a 
decided interest in the matter. 

“Seeing the close relationship in 
which Lord Fisher stood to the 
throne, doubtless his advice was 
taken. This was certainly so in the 
case of the Dreadnought. Consider 
ing his close association with the 
navy, it would have been surprising 
if King George had not followed hi: 
father’s example. His interest in 
naval traditions is also shown by the 
further selecti of names like the 
Centurion, the Afax and the Auda- 
cious for the three sister ships to the 
King George V., all these names hav- 
ing been borne by ships of mark in 
the service. 

“In regard to cruisers, a new sys- 
tem was instituted some little time 
back, approximating to that which 1s 
a law in the United States. A terri- 
torial connection was set up, first 
with the counties and then with the 
principal towns. This has in late 
years been extended also to the colo- 
nies and oversea dominions. As in 
America, so here the localities honor- 
ed have responded to the invitation, 
and have .w near!y every case pre- 
sented their mumesakés “@float with 
some souvenir of the connection. 

“Two of~the cruisers’ naw building 
for the cokonies aré to be famed the 
Sydney and the Melbourne, and those 
about to be laid down for the imperial 
navy will be named after Gothen, 
Dublin, and Southampton. any of 
these territorial names are not new 
to the navy, but they were first in- 
troduced to commemorate people of 
distinction and title. 

“It is, however, in regard to small

In a navy like 
that of Great Britain custom and 
tradition stand for a great deal, and 
there is no sign at present that this 
change wAl be made.”

FARM HINTS 


POULTRY j 
The following rules will be good 


Ria: to apply in connection with 
|handling eggs on a 00-operative basi’; 
that is, where the community is 
| thickly settled enough for a good 
jnumber to be shipped: 

A number of co-operative egg-pro- 
ducing associations are now in opera- 
tion throughout the state and have 
been unusually successful in securing 
for the members of the association a 
satisfactory*premium over ordinary 
|Store eggs. We recently noted the 
jrules of one of these associations. In 
the thought that they would be of in- 
terest to poultrymen generally, we 
pues them herewith. 

he eggs must not be over 7 days 

old at any time when delivered at the 
receiving place. hey must be 
brought in at least once every week 
in winter and in hot weather they 
must be brought in twice a week. 

The eggs must be taken in from 
‘the hen house twice a day. 

All eggs must be clean and of a 
uniform size. No small or overly 
large eggs must be accepted. 

As soon as gathered the eggs should 
be stamped and placed ia the cartons 
and kept in a cool place until deliv- 
ered. A cellar is all right if not too 
{damp or musty. 

Brown eggs shall be put in one 
|carton and white in another and each 
carton so marked. 

| Stamp every egg with your number 
stamp so that the number shows up 
when the eggs are in the carton. Put 
the egg in the filler cornerwise and 
not straight up and down. 

Your number stamp_ should be 
stamped on the right side on top of 
the carton and the color stamp on the 
left side. 

Don’t use too much ink in stamp- 
ing. It might work through the shell, 
only a light mark is necessary. Try 
your stamp on paper first. 

Don’t wash the eggs. That takes 
off the glaze. Keep nest, boxes and 
floors clean and well bedded with 
clean straw. Use a cloth to wipe the 
eggs if necessary. 

Don’t allow broody hens to sit on 
the eggs. Close them up separately. 

Keep the small cockerels away from 
|the hens when large enough. It is 
|best to keep the large roosters away 
‘also when it can be done. 
| Don’t put in any small or pullet 
jeggs. Use them at home. Also all 
|odd shaped or spotted eggs. They 
jare just as good for use at home. 
Don’t put in any eggs from hidden 
|nests, or eggs you are not absolutely 
sure of.

Mr. Chamberlain was speaking 
against the late Mr. Gladstone, and 
at ten o'clock, when the closure fell, 
someone shouted out. “‘Judas,’’ and 
this very unparliamentary§ epithet 
was reported to the chairman, who, 
however, declared that the offensive 
expression had not been heerd by 
him. He ordered the division to be 
proceeded with, whereupon several 
members of the Tory party refused to 
leave their seats. A few seconds later 
war was declared by a Conservative 
seizing an Irish member by. the coat- 
collar, and within a short time there 
was a regular free fight in the House, 
in which Colonel Saunderson was 
rendered hors de combat after he had 
scientifically ‘‘floored’’ one or two of 
the “enemy.”’ John Burns, it is said, 
helped to pull the combatants asun- 


} der until the arrival of the Speaker 


put an end to the unseemly proceed- 
ings. 

Col. Saunderson took part in 
many disputes at Westminster. He 
fell out with Mr. William Redmond 
one, day, and it looked as if the pair 
would settle their differences with 
blows.

Pub- 

Meity and the light of day are sup- 

posed to be correctives for bad trusts. 

Sunshine and fresh air will unques- 

tionably restrain the activities of bad 

germs, 

An example of a germ is the 
lactic acid bacillus found in sour milk. 
Tablets / contififing «these germs are 
now used in ‘medicine for the treat- 
ment of intestinal trouble, it having 
been found that they destroy certain 
harmful bacteria that flourish in the 
intestines. In fact, the “elixir of life” 
in the form of artificially soured milk 
may now be purchased at soda foun- 
tains, but whether it is a real elixir 
and actually prolongs life by killing off 


the bacteria that produce old age has | 


not been fully passed upon by science., 
However, these lactic acid bacilli are 
quite useful and are also employed in 
the treatment of infective processes in 
the nose and mouth. 


Diseases Due to Germs. 

It f not so long ago—only about 
fifty years—that learned men were 
willing to debate about “spontaneous 
generation.” It was contended that 
the microscopic organisms that were 
found in certain fermenting and de- 
composing fluids were’ “‘spontaneously”

were found—in fact, that, like Topsy, 
they “just growed.” 


Germs to Be Feared In the Home. 


In the first place, germs should not | 


be feared—a paradox, if you please. 
Respect them, but do not fear them. 
A “sound mind in a sound body” is 
not an easy mark for germs. But 
germs have power to injure those 
whose resistance is temporarily low- 
ered by fatigue, exposure or disease 
as well as the naturally feeble and 
nonresistant. 

The privcipal germ diseases that we 
have to contend with in the home are 
ecarlet fever, measles, diphtheria, 
whooping cough, smallpox, cholera, 
grip, pneumonia, tuberculosis, dysen- 
tary, typhoid fever and malaria. No 
doubt the tie will come when these 
maladies will practically disappear 
from civilized communities, as indeed 
may almost be said at the present 
time of smallpox. But earnest and 
faithful work by medical ofen and 
cheerful co-operation by the public are 
mecessary to attain that end. 

It, is better to prevent germs from 
breeding and multiplying than to de- 
stroy them; also it is better to be 
germ proof yourself than to rely over- 
much on expensive methods of destroy- 
ing them. It is fortunate that fresb 
air and sunlight are bealth giving in- 
fluences for bumanity and deatb deal- 
ing influences for germs. Darkness, 
dampness, dissipation and dirt all fa- 
‘vor the growth of bacteria and also 
lower the resistance of the human 
body to their action. 

infiuence of Flies, Mosquitoes, Etc. 

It was formerly supposed that flies 
were useful scavengers and barmful 
only from the annoyance they caused 
buzzing around one’s ears. The great 
discovery bas been made that, like 
many other destructive agents we have 
entertained in our bomes for thousands 
of years, the bousefly is a hereditary 
enemy.* He does not wipe his ‘feet be- 
fore entering the house, but often uses 
our food as a doormat. He keeps bad 
company, breeds in filth, manure, 
moldy paper, garbage, anything that 
rots, and typhoid fever germs are his

In other words, the parasite is 
received into the digestive tract of the | 
mosquito and hospitably entertained ' 
and developed until it passes into the 
salivary gland, from which it fs in- 
jected into the next human that the 
mosquito bites. 

The mosquito must go and is going. 
The hospitality he has extended to the 
plasmodium of malaria has downed 
him. But the “anopheles” mosquito is 
the genial host and the one which we 
must especially seek to destroy. The 
common mosquito, “culex.” which flies 
in the daytime, is harmless so far as 
we know. Anopheles may be known 
by its attitude on a flat surface—bind 
legs and body are elevated at an angle, 


with the surface. Anopheles has spot- 
ted wings, culex not. Anopheles bites 
in the early evening, culex at any time. 


How to Avoid Malaria. 

Avoid the anopheles mosquito and 
you will avoid malaria. Bad air has 
positively nothing to do with malaria. 
Particularly avoid being bitten by 
mosquitoes in the early evening. | 
Screen your house and also screen 
your bed with netting if you live in a 
malarial locality. Best of all, do not 
let mosquitoes breed around your 
home. A small pail of standing water 
I have seen 
countless swarms of mosquitoes on a 
golf course where the sole breeding 
places were a few water boxes for 
washing golf balls. 

Allow no standing water around 
your place. Screen your water barrel 
or cistern. Pour coal ofl along the 
margin of swamps or slow running 
streams. Drain all stagnant water. 
Deprive the mosquito of a place to 
breed and the “fever and ague” will 
not get you. 


Pneumonia, Grip, Etc. 

Every one fears scarlet fever, mea- 
sles, whooping cough and diphtheria, 
for they are well known to be commu- 
nicable or contagious. It is not so 
generally: known that pneumonia is an 
infectious general disease with a local 
manifestation in the lungs. The pneu- 
monia germ, rejoicing in several beau- 
tiful numes, of which “Diplococcus 
pneumoniae” is the most commonly 
used, is rather short lived and easily 
killed by sunlight and fresh air. In 
the modern treatment of pneumonia 
these agencies are utilized,,and the pa- 
tient is treated so far as possible in 
the open air. Every precaution should 
be taken to destroy the sputum of 
pneumonic patients. Strong lye is a. 
good disinfectant for this purpose, but 
burning is better. People in attend- 
ance on pneumonic patients should 
protect themselves from infection. 


Home Disinfectants. 

Heat.—Boiling is the most effective 
way of sterilizing clothing. bandker- 
chiefs or other articles that can be 
treated in this way. Useless infected 
articles should be burned. 

Soapsuds.—One ounce of common 
soda to twelve quarts of hot soapsuds 
(soft soap and water) is an excellent 
cleanser for floor, refrigerators, etc, 

Chloride of Lime.—l’owdered chlo- 
ride of lime is a strong disinfectant. 
and deodorizer. It should have a pun- 
gent, penetrating odor and an extreme- | 
ly irritating effect on the eyes and air 
passages, otherwise it is inert and use- 
less. | 

Milk of Lime—One quart of dry, 
freshly slacked lime to four or five 
quarts of water; useful for the same 
purpose as chloride of lime in disin- 
fecting stables, drains, sewage vaults, 
sinks, all places where putrefaction, 
fou! odors or infection may exist. 

Carbolic Acid Solution.—Six ounces 
to one gallon of water. This is dan- 
gerous to bave around the house and 
must be used with care. Useful for 
wiping floor, washing utensils and 
pouring down drain when infection ig 
feared. 

Formalin.—One part of formalin to 
ten of water is quite as useful and 
less dangerous than the former. For 
disinfecting rooms use the following 
for each thousand cubic feet of space: 

Place four ounces of potassium per: 
manganate crystals in a metal pall; 
add eight ounces of formalin (40 per 
cent solution). Place this pail ip the 
middle of the room, which should be 
left tightly closed for from five to 
twenty-four hours. Avoid inhaling the

suggestive of melodramatic mystery 


as the letters cut on the cheeks of 
the man Beron found murdered on | 
Clapham Common, in London, recent- 
ly, but there are many instances of 
strong dramatie interest. 
_An example may be c'ted in connec. 
tion wit. the murder of Jael Denny, 
the belle of the village of Dodding- 
hurst, near Brentwood. 

he poor girl was found lying dead 
in a field with a cord twisted in sev- 
eral coils round her neck. 

Suspicion fell upon her sweetheart, 
Thomas Drory, but there was no evi- 


| dence against him beyond the fact 


that it was known that ha was tired 
of her. On one of the girl’s wrists 
were noticed two rows of marks, 
which, on further examination, were 
determined by the doctor to have been 
caused by teeth. The marks were 
very distinct and very evenly arrang- 
ed, The doctor suggested that the 
marks should be compared with 
Drory’s teeth. 

This was done, and it was found 
that the two corresponded exactly. 
It did not seem much to hang a man 
upon, but it sufficed; for after the 
discovery Drorvy was terrified into con- 
fessing that while pretending to caress 
his victim, he slipped the cord round 
her neck ,and was forming a noose 
when she started to her ‘!2et, put her 
hand inside the loop, and it was then 
that he bit her wrist to make her 
withdraw her fingers.
